Here we go again. Another San 
Jose elected official is at the center 
of controversy only this time it’s a 
woman of color. Just six months 
from completing her term, Madison 
Nguyen, city council representative 
for District 7 is not backing down to 
a grassroots organization demand- 
ing that she be recalled. 

Back in 2007 Nguyen was in 
the middle of a project whose name 
was being highly debated. There 
was an outpour of support for the 


name Little Saigon but there were 
other possible names and groups 
from within the district such as The 
Story Road Business Association, 
The Hispanic Chamber of Com- 
merce, as well as several Vietnam- 
ese organizations that favored the 
name New Saigon. 

So at a city council meeting on 
November 20, Nguyen proposed 
the name of the 1-mile stretch of 
Story Rd. to be Saigon Business 
District. Nguyen said, “I wanted to 
please as many people as I could by 
coming up with a compromise and 


it was Saigon Business District.” 
The council voted 8-3 in favor of 
the name Nguyen proposed and 
shortly thereafter the recall cam- 
paign began. 

The recall campaign unfurled 
a firestorm of allegations. A bomb- 
shell, which has since been dispelled 
by City Attorney Richard Doyle, 
alleged that the councilmember 
engaged in behavior that was in 
violation of the Brown Act. As well 
as what she calls “silly” accusations 
that her actions at the city council 
meeting were influenced not by the 
future votes from her constituents 
but by the size of their wallets. 

Nguyen says, “This recall is 
wasteful and unwarranted. [| think 
a recall shouldn’t occur out of a 
disagreement on policy. A recall 
should be reserved for an act of 
malfeasance, or something more 
serious.” Fast-forward to today and 
the proposed project that started 
this political landslide no longer 
exists. That’s right, the project that 
could’ ve, would’ ve, should’ ve been 
named Saigon Business District, 
Vietnamese Business District, New 
Saigon or Little Saigon has been 
taken off the table. Nguyen says, 
“I'm sad that we couldn't make it 
happen.” 

Does Nguyen take responsibil- 
ity? She says, “I take full respon- 
sibility for what happened and the 
controversy surrounding it. At the 
same time I think that we live in 
a democratic society and people 
should be able to voice their opinion 
and concerns.” 

No stranger to challenges Mad- 
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ison Nguyen is the first Vietnamese 
Woman to be elected into office in 
California concedes, “People look 
at me and see that I’m Vietnamese 
and think that because of this I 
should do things for the Vietnamese 
community all of the time, and I’d 
like to do that but at the same time I 
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know I represent other constituents 
as well.” 

Nguyen is confident that she’!1 
“win the election, get through this 
and continue to serve.” It will be 
left up to the voters, in District 7, 
to decide on March 3.<>

El Senado de EEUU confirmó el nombramiento de la hispana Hilda 
Solís como secretaria del Trabajo en el gabinete del Presidente Barack 
Obama. La confirmación, aprobada por 80 votos a favor y 17 en contra, 
fue de inmediato aplaudida por grupos representantes de los sectores 
hispanos de EE.UU. La aprobación de Solís, de 51 años, había sido demo- 
rada debido a cuestionamientos planteados por legisladores republicanos 
sobre su política sindicalista y revelaciones de problemas tributarios de su 
esposo. Sin embargo, los legisladores republicanos le dieron vía al retirar 
una moción que exigía que ésta debía superar un mínimo de 60 votos para 
impedir cualquier maniobra dilatoria. 

El Consejo Nacional de la Raza (NCLR), la mayor organización 
hispana de EE.UU. aplaudió la confirmación que ocurrió en un momento 
en que el país ve crecer el problema del desempleo como consecuencia de 
la crisis financiera. 

La Unión Internacional de Trabajadores de Servicios (SEIU), que 
cuenta con más de dos millones de miembros en EE.UU., Canadá y Puerto 
Rico, dijo que la confirmación demuestra que “el sueño americano todavía 
está vivo”. En una declaración, la SEIU señaló que para Solís sus funciones 
como secretaria de Trabajo no serán una labor más “sino la culminación de 
toda una vida de acción en favor de la gente que trabaja”. 

Solís, hija de una nicaragiiense y un mexicano, fue miembro demócrata 
de la Cámara de Representantes por las circunscripciones 31 y 32 de Los 
Angeles (California) desde 2001 hasta su nombramiento como secretaria 
del Trabajo. En el Congreso de EE.UU., Solís se destacó por su trabajo 
en favor de la expansióri de los servicios de atención médica, la protec- 
ción del ambiente y de las familias de trabajadores.

The U.S. State Department has issued a new warning for Ameri- 
cans traveling to Mexico, especially alerting them about violence near 
the countries’ shared border. The travel warning, which replaces one 
issued October 2008 and expires on Aug. 20, said that “Mexican and 
foreign bystanders have been injured or killed in violent attacks in cit- 
ies across the country, demonstrating the heightened risk of violence 
in public places.” 

The State Department’s warning, was not well received by Me- 
xico’s embassy in Washington, which emphasized that U.S. tourism to 
Mexico remains strong. “Mexico has been on the list of the 10 leading 
international travel destinations for years and continues to be the No. 1 
destination for American citizens who travel abroad,” embassy spokes- 
man Ricardo Alday told Efe. “Many of these tourists repeat their visit 
to Mexico. In 2008 alone, more than 22 million international tourists 
visited Mexico, an increase of 5.9 percent above 2007,” he added. 

Alday said that “as in any other destination around the world, 
tourists must exercise caution and use common sense when they travel 
abroad, and the same is true if they travel to Mexico.” The almost 
four-page travel alert describes the climate of insecurity resulting from 
turf wars among drug-trafficking gangs fighting over lucrative supply 
routes to the United States. 

It added that large gunfights recently have mainly affected north- 
ern Mexico, including Tijuana, Chihuahua city and Ciudad Juarez and 
that in some of these incidents U.S. citizens have been “trapped and 
temporarily prevented” from traveling to safe areas. The situation in 
Ciudad Juarez is of particular concern to the U.S. government because, 
according to Mexican authorities, more than 1,800 people have been 
killed in that city - located across the border from El Paso, Texas - since 
January 2008. EFE 
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El Acoso Infantil

¿Qué es el acoso? 

Acoso es cuando un niño o grupo de niños trata 
deliberadamente de controlar a otros, sea verbal, emo- 
cional, o físicamente. Se manifiesta mediante amenazas 
o agresión física, la exclusión de juegos y actividades, 
las burlas, y los insultos por apariencia física o raza. 

¿Conflicto o acoso? : 

En un conflicto, los nifios compiten intentando 
“ganar” y las emociones de ambas partes lucen alteradas. 
En situaciones de acoso, el intimidador parece sentirse 
calmado y en control, mientras que la víctima muestra 
angustia o temor. 

¿Juego agresivo 0 acoso? 

Algunos niños juegan de maneras bruscas o toscas 
que pueden intimidar o lastimar a otros niños sin ser ésta 
su intención. Muchas veces están copiando lo que han 
visto a su alrededor o en la televisión, ¡hasta en algunas 
caricaturas! El juego agresivo se considera intimidación 
cuando, a propósito, el niño domina o controla a otros, 
sea verbal, emocional, o físicamente. 

Los niños que juegan de maneras agresivas pueden 
desarrollar una reputación negativa. Es importante 
enseñar a los niños que tienden a ser agresivos al jugar 
a jugar de maneras activas que no lastiman los cuerpos 
ni los sentimientos de los otros niños. 

¿Cuánto Acoso? Tanto Acoso 

Lamentablemente, el acoso es bastante frecuente: 
cientos de miles de niños son hostigados cada día. El 
acoso es la forma más común de violencia en nuestra 
sociedad. Aunque se manifieste a menudo y a través de 
los diversos grupos sociales y económicos, la intimi- 
dación no es una parte normal de la niñez. 

¿Qué causa el acoso infantil? 

Los niños que acosan muchas veces desean que se 
les vea y reconozca. Buscando atención, hostigan a otros 
para sentirse más poderosos y fuertes. A veces los niños 
intimidan cuando sienten celos o envidia, o por haber 
sido víctimas o testigos de maltrato. Los niños aprenden 
de los adultos si el acoso es aceptable o no, por lo que 
tiende a propagarse en entornos con poca supervisión 
y disciplina inconsistente. 

¿Qué consecuencias sufren los acosados? 

El acoso acarrea consecuencias negativas a todos

los involucrados. De hecho, puede impactar el clima de 
la guardería, la escuela o el vecindario, causando que los 
niños no se sientan seguros donde viven o donde van a 
aprender. El acoso ocasiona consecuencias a corto y a 
largo plazo para la víctima, tales como: que se sientan 
indefensos, asustados, o avergonzados, que desarrollen 
ansiedades o depresión precipitadas por el estrés, o que 
actúen destructivamente hacia sí mismos o de maneras 
agresivas hacia los demás. 

¿Qué consecuencias sufren los acosadores? 

Algunas consecuencias que enfrentan los niños 
que intimidan son: ser rechazados por sus compañeros, 
limitarse el progreso de su aprendizaje y de sus destrezas 
sociales, y que aumente su agresividad. 

¿Qué consecuencias sufren los testigos? 

Los testigos de la intimidación pueden sentirse 
inseguros, ansiosos y temerosos de que también serán 
acosados, confundidos, sin saber cómo reaccionar o cul- 
pables por no poder parar la intimidación. Los testigos 
del hostigamiento deben ser alentados a reportar todo 
acto de intimidación.

Morales-Partovi aconseja además el consumo de aceites vege 
tales como el de canola, el de oliva y el de maíz, y el aumento de 
pescado en nuestra dieta, el pescado contiene Omega 3, un conjunto 
de grasas saludables para nuestro organismo. Otro de los enemigos 
para el corazón es el sodio por lo que se recomienda reducir la canti- 
dad de sal en los alimentos que se preparan y retirar la sal de la mesa 
para evitar así que los comensales añadan más sal a las comidas. Los 
alimentos ya preparados y los enlatados contienen altas cantidades 
de sodio que sirve para conservarlos, por lo que también se deben 
de evitar. 

El consumo de fibra se logra con el consumo de frutas, vegetales 
y alimentos de granos enteros que se pueden ingerir a través de suple- 
mentos alimenticios. Cuando se consume fibra el cuerpo se mantiene 
abastecido por más tiempo, lo que impide que incrementemos el 
consumo de calorías.
